Leanne Wagner, BA °76, President of the Alumni Association 


Candidate for the Alumni Medal 


Frances Walker Slocum, BMus ’45, Emerita Professor of Pianoforte 


A native of Washington, D.C., Walker Slocum began studying music at age 
four. A year into her studies, she was hurt in a fire that left her arm severely 
injured. She persisted in her musical development, however, and graduated from 
the Conservatory in 1945 with majors in piano and organ. She also studied at the 
Curtis Institute of Music and the Manhattan School of Music, and she earned an 
MA degree in music education and a professional diploma from Columbia 
University. 

Walker Slocum began her distinguished teaching career in 1947. Before 
joining the Oberlin faculty, she taught at Barber-Scotia College in Concord, 
North Carolina, Mississippi’s Tougaloo College, Rutgers University, and the 
University of Delaware. 

At Oberlin, Walker Slocum broke new ground. In 1979 she became the first 
woman of color to receive tenure in either division. In 1981, she was the first to 
be named a full professor. In 1985-86, she became the first to serve as chair of 
the department and as president of Pi Kappa Lambda. Throughout her Oberlin 


career, she was a steadfast and articulate champion for minority perspectives. 

Walker Slocum always maintained a concurrent career as a recitalist. She 
made her professional debut in Carnegie Hall in 1959. Concertizing in the United 
States and Europe, she became known for performances of music by such notable 
African American composers as George Walker °41 (her brother and the first 
African American composer to win the Pulitzer Prize in music), Samuel 
Coleridge Taylor, William Grant Still, and Oberlin Professor Wendell Logan. 

Since her retirement in 1991, Walker Slocum has continued to advise minor- 
ity students at the Conservatory. A faithful donor, she established the Frances 
Walker Slocum Endowed Scholarship Fund for African American students 
majoring in viola or piano. 

An outstanding role model and mentor who overcame considerable adversi- 
ty throughout her life, Walker Slocum has exemplified Oberlin’s values to gen- 
erations of Oberlin students.

PRESIDENT DYE 


Candidate for the Award for Distinguished Service to the Community 


Delbert Dean Mason, AB °56, dedicated physician and community leader who has rendered decades of service to the citizens of 
Lorain County, particularly children and those in danger of sickle cell anemia 


The candidate will be presented by Dennis Noel Luck, Professor of Biology 


Dr. Delbert Mason graduated from Oberlin College in 1956. He served as 
class president his senior year and won varsity letters in football and lacrosse. 

He pursued a medical degree from Case Western Reserve University School 
of Medicine and undertook his internship and pediatric residency at Cleveland 


MetroHealth Medical Center. In August 1964, he joined the Oberlin Clinic, 


becoming its first pediatrician as well as one of its first doctors. 

Except for a two-year stint in military service (1966-1968), Dr. Mason con- 
ducted his practice at the clinic until his retirement in 1999. During his 35 years 
as a medical practitioner, he served as a member and president of the Oberlin 
Clinic Board of Directors and as secretary and president of the Allen Hospital 
medical staff. 

In 1972, Dr. Mason was one of a small group of area citizens who took the 
initiative to identify area at-risk individuals and to provide professional coun- 
seling and treatment by establishing the Lorain County Sickle Cell Project. As 
medical advisor, he provided oversight for the project until the 1990s, when it 
merged with Cleveland's American Sickle Cell Anemia Association. For sever- 
al years, he also served as a member and co-chairman of the State Health 
Department Sickle Cell Anemia ad hoc advisory committee. 


When the Lorain County Health Department initiated well-child clinics in 
the 1970s, Dr. Mason assisted in the training of pediatric nurse practitioners for 
the clinics and served as a consultant. He also served as a member of a State 
Health Department Committee that recommended procedures and standards for 
screening of newborn infants throughout the state. 

Since 1977, Dr. Mason has been a member of the Lorain County Children's 
Services Board, serving three terms as chairman. He also currently serves on the 
boards of the Oberlin Early Childhood Center and Firelands Association for the 
Visual Arts. 

Past board service includes the Lorain County United Way, The Lorain 
County United Health Foundation, Children's Development Center of Lorain 
County, and the vestry and mission endowment board of Oberlin's Christ 
Episcopal Church. 

In 1985, the United Way of Greater Lorain County bestowed upon him the 
Adult Community Service Award for his work as a volunteer in the Lorain 
County Sickle Cell Project. 

Dr. Mason is a fellow of the American Board of Pediatrics, the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, and the Lorain County Medical Society.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


JOHN B. FENN 

In 2002, John B. Fenn co-received a Nobel Prize in chemistry for innova- 
tions in mass spectrometry that inspired a revolution in biomedical research. 

Fenn is most noted for his research on the use of Superonic jets expanding 
into vacuums as sources for molecular beams. They also play a key role in “elec- 
trospray ionization mass spectrometry” (ESIMS), a technique developed in 
Fenn’s laboratory at Yale in the 1980s for turning biological molecules that play 
a vital role in the chemistry of living systems into ions for analysis. 

“ESIMS has been called “the most important advance in analytical methods 
that has emerged in the past quarter-century’ ,” wrote a reporter with Chemical 
& Engineering News. “It gives rise to more than a 1,000 publications each year 
and has been involved in the discovery and/or evaluation, and sometimes the 
production, of almost every new drug that comes on the market.” Promising 
applications are also being reported in other areas, such as foodstuff control, and 
in early diagnosis of breast cancer and prostate cancer. 


GEOFFREY C. WARD ’62 

Former editor of American Heritage magazine and the author of 11 books. 
Geoffrey Ward is perhaps best known as the author of 1990’s episodic The Civil 
War produced by Ken Burns for PBS. Among the highest-rated series in the his- 
tory of public television, the award-winning project is considered a landmark in 
the production of documentary films. 

Ward also worked with Burns on PBS’ highly praised Baseball in 1995 and 
Jazz in 2001 and on 10 other films focusing on such topics as Huey Long, the 
Statue of Liberty, Thomas Jefferson, Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Mark Twain, and 
Susan B. Anthony. 

In addition, Ward worked on a number of films for WGBH’s American 
Experience series, winning a Writers Guild award as principal writer for 1990's 
Nixon and an Emmy as principal writer for four hours of 1992s The Kennedys. 


DAVID N. BAKER, JR. 


David N. Baker, Jr., one of the country’s leading symphonic jazz composers 
and educators, is co-conductor and co-musical director of the Smithsonian Jazz 
Masterworks Orchestra. He also is Distinguished Professor of Music and chair- 
man of the jazz department at Indiana University’s School of Music. 

A native of Indianapolis, Baker received both bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees in music education from Indiana University. His range of activity 
embraces a performing career as trombonist and cellist in collaboration with the 
leading jazz performers; decades of pedagogy that have not only enriched the 
ranks of jazz artists but have also helped to establish jazz in the academy; and a 
writing career that has seen the publications of over 60 books and 150 articles. 

Baker also is a prolific composer; his works number over 2,000. Stylistically 
diverse, they range from jazz concertos and classical sonatas to film scores. He 
has received commissions from more than 500 individuals and ensembles 
including Joseph Gingold, Ruggerio Ricci, Janos Starker, Harvey Phillips, the 
New York Philharmonic, Saint Paul Chamber Orchestra, Beaux Arts Trio, Fisk 
Jubilee Singers, and the International Horn Society. 

A virtuoso performer on multiple instruments, Baker has taught and_per- 


MARGARET H. MARSHALL 

Chief Justice Marshall, the second woman to serve on the Supreme Judicial 
Court in its more than 300-year history and the first woman to serve as chief jus- 
tice, last November wrote the court’s historic majority ruling that ratified mar- 
riage between same-sex couples. 

A native of South Africa, Marshall graduated from Witwatersrand 
University in Johannesburg in 1966. Following graduation, she was elected 
president of the anti-apartheid National Union of South African Students and 
served in that capacity until 1968, when she came to the United States to pursue 
a master’s degree at Harvard University and a JD degree at Yale Law School.

Fenn, 86, currently is research professor of physical and analytical chemistry 
at Virginia Commonwealth University (VCU), Richmond. where he is working 
on measuring the affinity of molecules for water and on analyzing particulate 
matter that might hold answers to how atmospheric pollutants cause disease. 

Fenn graduated from Berea College, Kentucky, in 1937 and completed his 
chemistry doctorate at Yale University in 1940. After a dozen years in industry, 
engaged in basic research on rocket fuels and jet engine combustion, he was 
appointed director of project SQUID, a program of pure and applied research 
relating to jet propulsion at Princeton University and later served as professor of 
aerospace sciences in 1959. He returned to Yale in 1967 as professor of chemi- 
cal engineering and chemistry. After earning emeritus status in 1987, he stayed 
on as a senior research scientist until 1994, when he joined the faculty at VCU. 

Fenn is a parent and grandparent of two Oberlin graduates. 


His most recent work is the book Unforgivable Blackness: The Rise and Fall 
of Jack Johnson, forthcoming in October 2004, and A Disposition to be Rich, a 
book about his great grandfather, a 19th-century swindler. 

Ward served as editor and managing editor of American Heritage from 1977 
to 1982 and covered history and biography for the magazine in his column “The 
Life and Times” from 1982 to 1996. A prolific contributor to magazines, news- 
papers, and scholarly journals, he has written articles for publications ranging 
from Aperture, Boston Globe, Gourmet, and Family Circle to Military History 
Quarterly, Science Digest, and Vanity Fair. 

Ward's connection to the College spans several generations. He graduated 
with a degree in studio art in 1962, and his grandfather, brother, sister, aunt, and 
two of his children attended Oberlin. 


formed throughout the USA, Canada, Europe, Scandinavia, New Zealand, and 
Japan. In addition to leading his own groups, he has performed and recorded 
with numerous jazz artists and has played with the bands of Stan Kenton, Lionel 
Hampton, Maynard Ferguson, Quincy Jones, and George Russell. 

He has been nominated for a Grammy Award; honored three times by Down 
Beat magazine: as a trombonist, for lifetime achievement, and as the third 
inductee to their 1994 Jazz Education Hall of Fame. In 1990, he received the 
1990 Arts Midwest Jazz Masters Award and in 1991, the Governor’s Arts Award 
of the State of Indiana. 

A dedicated music educator, Baker’s involvement in music organizations has 
encompassed membership on the National Council on the Arts; board positions 
for the American Symphony League, Arts Midwest, and the Afro-American 
Bicentennial Hall of Fame/Museum; and past chairs of the Jazz Advisory Panel 
to the Kennedy Center and the Jazz/Folk/Ethnic Panel of the NEA. 

Baker is also president of the National Jazz Service Organization, vice pres- 
ident of the International Association of Jazz Educators, and senior consultant 
for music programs for the Smithsonian Institution. 


As former vice president and general counsel of Harvard University, she 
served as a senior partner in the Boston law firm of Choate, Hall & Stewart, was 
president of the Boston Bar Association in 199], and served as a trustee of the 
African Fund of the American Committee on Africa [the senior anti-apartheid 
organization in the US], among other things. 

First appointed as an associate justice of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court in November 1996, Marshall was named as chief justice in 
September 1999 by Governor Paul Cellucct. 


BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY AND STAFF 


This Commencement. we honor three members of our faculty and administrative staff who are retiring from formal teaching and service to the Oberlin community: 


Richard H. Anderson, Richard Hoffmann, and Robert Pierce. 


RICHARD H. ANDERSON, ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR OF VOICE 
Richard H. Anderson, Associate Professor of Voice, retires after twenty- 
eight years at Oberlin College. A sensitive and intelligent performer, a 
knowledgeable teacher of singing, and a supportive colleague, Professor 
Anderson brought to his private voice lessons and his classes in French art song 
and French diction a contagious enthusiasm, a gentle, steady manner, and a quiet 
sense of humor. As the regional coordinator for the Leontyne Price Vocal 
Competition from 1983-1991, he ably represented the Conservatory in the wider 
musical world. His service to the Conservatory also included several years as 
department chair and director of the Division of Vocal Studies, a year in 


Oberlin’s London Theater Program, and his final year as Assistant to the Dean 
for Special Projects. Professor Anderson leaves an important legacy to the 
broader Oberlin community as co-founder of the Oberlin MAD (Music Arts 
Drama) Factory; this thriving community children’s arts organization is 
dedicated to providing quality instruction for children in under served 
circumstances. He has devoted countless hours to the advancement of young 
people in the arts, working with students of all ages in both classical and music 
theater repertoire. 


RICHARD HOFFMANN, PROFESSOR OF COMPOSITION AND MUSIC THEORY 


Richard Hoffmann, Professor of Composition and Music Theory joined the 
Oberlin Conservatory faculty fifty years ago, initially as violinist in the Oberlin 
String Quartet and a theory instructor. In his five decades of teaching, Professor 
Hoffman shared with generations of Oberlin music students his expertise in 


twelve-tone music, Schénberg’s in particular, as well as his wealth of 


knowledge on the music of the Romantic Era. Students of Composition worked 
with him privately, as well as in seminars and orchestration classes. Professor 
Hoffmann’s unique contribution to all of his classes was his intimate perspective 


ROBERT PIERCE, PROFESSOR OF ENGLISH 


Robert Pierce, Professor of English, has been a member of the Oberlin 
faculty for forty years. His students value his knowledge and intellect, his 
clarity, humor, and precision as a lecturer, his skill as a discussion leader, his 
accessibility, caring, and insight outside of class, and, above all, his 
extraordinarily conscientious, in-depth, constructive evaluation of their work. 
Generations of Oberlin graduates attribute much of their important growth in 
analytical, interpretative, comparative, and writing skills to Professor Pierce’s 
effectiveness as a teacher. In his scholarship, Professor Pierce has long been 
drawn to exploring the intersections between literature and philosophy, 


on Arnold Schénberg, gleaned from years as pupil and secretary-amanuensis 
to the master, and coeditor of his collected works. A native of Vienna, Professor 
Hoffmann returned to that city many times as Director of the Schénberg 
Seminar at Vienna University and at the Internationale Schénberg Gesellschaft, 
as a Senior Fulbright scholar and the recipient of numerous other awards and 
grants, including two Guggenheim and three NEA grants, and as director of the 
Oberlin in Vienna program. With fifty years of service to Oberlin, Professor 
Hoffman is our longest serving faculty member.
